SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Dungeons of Europe Part I Pictures From the Black 
Dance is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to those who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The video recording depicts varying degrees of physical conduct during which sexual 
satisfaction is gained from the infliction of, and reception of, pain. These depictions 
appear throughout the video recording. 


The publication is solely devoted to presenting depictions of males engaged in SM 
(sadomasochistic) type activity with each other. The SM conduct appears to be 
consensual insofar as none of the participants are presented as protesting vigorously 
against any of the activities. Additionally none of the activities is considered to be 
extreme. The focus of the publication is more on humiliation and submission, and 
fetishes, rather than the administering of pain. Such a position is reinforced by the 
fact that there appears to be a strong level of control and care exhibited in performing 
the activities with a corresponding focus on individual safety. The SM depicted is 
explicit and also explicitly features scenes of self masturbation or the masturbation of 
others, fellatio and ejaculation in association with behaviour that is consistent with SM 
activity. 

In consideration of these factors and the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the 
availability of the publication is not likely to be injurious to the public good provided that 
it is restricted to an adult audience. 
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
